Thele are therckoꝛe in her Maieſties name, by vertue 
of her high CTommiſlion foꝛ cauſcs Eccleſiaſticall to vs and others 
directed, ſtraightlyto Jnoyne, TCommaund and charge al Parſons, 
Utcars, Curates, ⁊ Churchwardens of all Churches ſcituate within 
the Dioccllc of London, àſwell in places exempt from the turiſdiction 
of the Biſhop of London, as not crempt:that they noꝛ any of them doe 
ſuffer anyto pꝛeach in their Churches oz Parriſhes, oz to reade any 
Lectures not being in their owne Cures) but onely ſuch whoſe licen⸗ 
leg, they ſhall firſt hauc ſeene and read, and whom they ſhall find to be 
lvcenſed thercto, either by the Queens Maieſty, oꝛ by one ofthe Uni⸗ 
ucrlitics of Cambridge, oꝛ Oxtord,oz by p L. Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
oꝛ the L. Biſbopok London foz the time being, vnder Seale. And that 
no pꝛiuate afſemvlies oz conuenticles about Eccleſiaſticaliercrciſes, 
by any perſons whatloeuer be ſuffered to be held, either in houſes oz 
els where by knowledg of the Miniſter oz Lhurchwardens:but that 
the parties ſo allembling be detected by them to the Oꝛdinarie, with 
the manner of their ſaid aſſemblies, with as conuenient ſpeed as may 
be. 
Ind that this JIniunction may be publiſhed and take the better effect: 
we will that a true copie thereof ſhall be deliuered to euerie Lurate,oz 
to the Church warden of euery of the Churches afoꝛeſaide: And that 
wo the Sunday next after the receipt hercof, pzeſently after the rea⸗ 
ding of the ſecond leſſon at moꝛning pꝛayer, it ſhall be read openly by 
the Miniſter to the congregation: And atterwards it ſball be wzitten 
in the Church Booke of accompts, ſo as it may be knowen vnto ſuch 
Miniſters and Churchwardens as ſhall ſuccced them: And then it 
to be faſtned vp in ſome conuentent place of the Church. Beouen the 
x vi. day of March in the ycare of our Koʒd God 1589. 
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
